ENVIRONMENT Government 
documents show that ani¬ 
mals other than ducks have 
died at Alberta’s oilsands 
site. Moose, beavers and 
wolves also died, although 
the cause of death isn’t 
specified. The documents 
cover S 5 mcrude, Shell and 
Suncor operations. 

Syncrude is currently in 
court on provincial and fed¬ 
eral charges over the 
deaths of 1,600 ducks that 
landed on its tailings pond.

SEX SLAYING Canada’s top 
court has ruled against 
two men tried in the 
appalling rape and murder 
of a 13-year-old girl by up¬ 
holding the conviction of 
one and sending another 
back for a new trial. 

But the mother of Nina 
Courtepatte, the teen who 
was lured from a mall five 
years ago this month by 
the promise of a bush par¬ 
ty, says the rulings bring 
her little joy. 

“I have mixed 
emotions,” 

Peacha 
Atkinson 
said in 
Edmonton 
on 

Thursday. 

“Nina’s still 
gone. 

“I’m hap- Nina 
py with the Courtepatte 
decision, 

but because she’s not here 
to celebrate, it’s not overly 
joyous.” 

Nina was raped and bru¬ 
tally beaten to death on a 
golf course west of the city 
on April 3, 2005. She was 
hit with a wrench, struck 
several times in the head 
with a sledgehammer and 
left to die. Her battered 
body was found the next 
day on a fairway. 

The Supreme Court of 
Canada ruled unanimous¬ 
ly against the appeals of 
Joseph (Snowman) Labou- 
can, 23 and Michael 
Briscoe, 38. The two men 
were originally tried joint¬ 
ly. The court restored first- 
degree murder, 
kidnapping and aggravat¬ 
ed sexual assault 
convictions against Labou-

Meet the new boss 


Decorated veteran to take reins as Alberta's Lt.-Gov. 


A retired soldier who 
served on 14 internation¬ 
al peacekeeping missions 
will be Alberta's new lieu- 
tenant-governor. 

Donald Ethell joined the 
Canadian Army as a private 
in 1955 and rose through 
the ranks before retiring as 
a colonel in 1993. 

At one point he was di¬ 
rector of peacekeeping op¬ 
erations at National De¬ 
fence Headquarters in Ot¬ 
tawa. 

“He is one of Canada’s 
most decorated soldiers as 
well as a champion for vet¬ 
erans and the welfare of 
those in the world’s most 
vulnerable nations,” Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
said in making the an-

nouncement in Ottawa 
Thursday. 

During his militaiy ca¬ 
reer Ethell served in 
C 5 q)rus, Lebanon, Sjha., Jor¬ 


dan, Egypt, Israel, Central 
America and the Balkans. 

Following his militaiy re¬ 
tirement, Ethell worked for 
CARE Canada and the In¬ 


ternational Committee for 
the Relief of Starvation and 
Suffering. 

Alberta Premier Ed Stel- 
mach said he welcomes 
Ethell’s appointment. 

“I’m confident that Col. 
Ethell will serve Albertans 
well in his new role,” Stel- 
mach said. 

Stelmach also paid trib¬ 
ute to outgoing Lt.-Gov. 
Norman Kwong. 

“I appreciated his gentle 
humour and his passion 
for people. I wish him and 
his wife, Mary, all the veiy 
best.” 

Ethell, who is from Cal- 
gaiy, is expected to official¬ 
ly replace Kwong next 
month.

It’s the very embodiment of mom* 

Lois Hole Hospital for Women, named after ex-lieutenant-governor, opens doors

The seed for the Lois Hole 
Hospital for Women was 
planted in its namesake 
more than 50 years ago. 

Lois Hole was having a 
troubled pregnanqr back 
in 1954 and she found her¬ 
self at the Royal Alexandra 
Hospital. She ended up 
needing a C-section but 


doctors were unable to 
save the child, and after 
three days the baby girl 
died. 

“Nineteen fifty-four was 
the true date of the inaugu¬ 
ration of the Lois Hole Hos¬ 
pital,” said Hole’s son Jim 
at the hospital’s official 
opening on Thursday. “Be¬ 
cause in 1954, from her 
depth of despair, mom 
planted a tiny seed that 
has grown into what we 


see here today. When I 
stand in this magnificent 
hospital, I feel that it’s the 
veiy embodiment of 
mom.” 

Fifty years later, in Au¬ 
gust 2004, a small commit¬ 
tee led by Dale Sheard, the 
hospital’s campaign chair, 
visited the then lieutenant- 
governor of Alberta and ex¬ 
plained to her that they 
wanted to name a new hos¬ 
pital after her. 


They showed Hole some 
drawings and asked her if 
she wouldn’t mind lending 
her good name to the 
women’s care facility. 

“Lois was speechless for 
a minute and her eyes 
welled up in tears,” Sheard 
said. “And then she said, Tf 
any hospital had asked me 
this, it would have been 
such an honour, but I’ve al¬ 
ways thought of the Royal 
Alex as my hospital and 


my family’s hospital and 
that makes this so much 
more special.’ 

“So we all got a little 
choked up and Lois gave us 
all hugs.” 

The Lois Hole Hospital 
for Women is part of the 
Robbins Pavilion at the 
Royal Alex. The five-floor 
hospital will provide care 
for women and families in 
Alberta, the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories and Nunavut.

An anti-abortion crusader in New Brunswick has been sentenced to 66 days in jail 
for refusing to pay fines stemming from a 2007 conviction for failing to file his tax 
returns. David Little said in provincial court Thursday that he will never file anoth¬ 
er tax return as long as there is tax-funded abortion in Canada, and won’t pay the 
$3,000 in fines for failing to file returns for 2000, 2001 and 2002.

Mac Kay takes 
Afghanistan 
leader to task 


POLITICS Defence Minister 
Peter MacKay reinforced 
Ottawa’s dismay with 
Hamid Karzai’s Taliban 
musings in face-to-face 
meetings Thursday with 
senior members of the 
Afghan cabinet. 

But even as he expressed 
his frustration, MacKay 
pledged an additional 90 
Canadian soldiers and 
civilians to help train 
soldiers and police. 

“We took eveiy opportu¬ 
nity ... to express Canada’s 
disappointment over the 
president’s comments,” 
MacKay said from Kabul. 

According to reports, 
Karzai warned he might 
join the Taliban if pressure 
from allies to curb corrup¬ 
tion doesn’t ease.

The Prime Minister’s 
Office is rejecting any 
suggestion that troubled 
former MP Rahim Jaffer 
had special access to the 
halls of power. 

A feature stoiy in The 
Toronto Star quoted an as¬ 
sociate of Jafifer’s telling 
business friends that the 
ex-politician could open 
doors for them. 

The stoiy also 
says Jaffer still 
handed out 
cards listing 
himself as an 
MP even after he 
had lost his seat in 
the 2008 election. 

A spokesperson for 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said the suggestion 
Jaffer had any special ac¬ 


cess is false and absurd. 

Other Conservatives also 
denied Jaffer exerted any 
influence in Ottawa. 

Jaffer pleaded guilty to 
careless driving, following 
an incident last year in 
which he was initially 
charged with speeding, 
drunk driving and posses¬ 
sion of cocaine.

Sex offenders 
off the hook? 


New rules may stymie searches 


Some churches and volun¬ 
teer groups have stopped 
screening for potential 
pardoned sex offenders 
such as Graham James due 
to tightened rules on 
police database searches. 

Stricter enforcement of 
privacy around criminal 
records has made it far 
more cumbersome for 
society to weed 
out volunteers 
and employees 
who should not 
be working with 
the vulnerable. 

The RCMP, 
which adminis¬ 
ters the national 
criminal records 
database, reined 
in access in a 
little-noticed move last 
December. 

The criminal screening 
issue is getting widespread 
attention due to revela¬ 
tions that James — a for¬ 
mer junior hockey coach 
who pleaded guilty to sex¬ 
ually assaulting two play¬ 
ers and now faces allega¬ 
tions from others — was 
pardoned in 2007.

None of the allegations 
in the statement of claim 
have been proven in court. 
A lawyer representing La¬ 
hey on child pornography 
charges declined com¬ 
ment.

Sex assault case delayed again

CRIME An Edmonton man 
accused of sexually assault¬ 
ing a woman last weekend 
in a downtown Halifax ho¬ 
tel showed no emotion as 
the judge announced his 
arraignment hearing had 
been held over for the 
second time this week. 

Andrew Norman Wil¬ 
son, 21, first appeared in 
Halifax provincial court on 
Tuesday on charges of sex¬ 
ual assault, aggravated as¬ 
sault, forcible confine¬ 
ment, choking and unlaw¬ 
fully entering a dwelling 
in the alleged incident at 
the Four Points Sheraton 
early Saturday morning. 

But during Tuesday’s ap¬ 
pearance that lasted under 
a minute, the judge agreed 
to push Wilson’s arraign-

ment hearing over until 
Thursday. After another 
brief court appearance 
Thursday afternoon, his 
arraignment was re-sched- 
uled for Friday. 

Police say an American 


couple had just checked 
into the hotel when the 
woman left to get some¬ 
thing from a vending ma¬ 
chine. 

It was then, police say 
the woman was confront¬ 


ed by a man who began 
sexually assaulting her. 

In an effort to escape, 
police say the woman con¬ 
vinced the man to take her 
back to her room, where 
she yelled for her hus¬ 
band. 

Police say the assailant 
then began assaulting the 
husband, while the 
woman went to the front 
desk for help. 

Officers arrived on scene 
and after conducting a 
search of the hotel, police 
say the suspect was found 
in the hallway on the 
fourth floor. 

He was arrested without 
incident and is being re¬ 
manded at the Burnside 
jail. 

Police say the female vic¬ 
tim wasnt injured, but was 
shaken from the ordeal. 
Her husband suffered mi¬ 
nor cuts and bruises.

Lives swept away in 
latest Rio landslide 

Dozens of houses gone, 200 people possibly buried 


Sudan Crisis point 


They are all gone. The 
Evangelical church where 
worshippers were 
praying. A day care centre 
where kids were playing. 
The pizza parlour where a 
family was eating. 

All were buried under a 
mountain of mud, garbage 
and stone when yet anoth¬ 
er landslide hit metropoli¬ 
tan Rio de Janeiro late 
Thursday. This one swept 


through the Morro Bumba 
slum, engulfing as many as 
200 people and 60 homes. 

Nothing was left behind 
but a massive crater of 
blackened, sodden earth 
and the remnants of flimsy 
brick shacks. 

“I had just picked up my 
10-year-old son from the 
day care. We walked down 
the hill to the street, and 
within 10 minutes, my

community collapsed,” 
said Patricia Faria, 28, cry¬ 
ing as she watched heavy 
machinery dump the re¬ 
mains of her life into a 
waiting truck. 

“All I have left is what 
you see on me — and my 
son.

Rio state health secre¬ 
tary Sergio Cortes said it

“A worse-case scenario is 
200,” he told The Associat¬ 
ed Press. 

“We know that about 60 
houses were buried.” 

Already 161 people have 
been confirmed dead in 
the heavy rains that began 
Monday in Rio, most of 
them swept away in land¬ 
slides.

Gases halt rescue efforts

U.S., Russia sign historic nuclear treaty 


DEAL Casting aside years of 
rancour, U.S. President 
Barack Obama and Russian 
President Dmitry 

Medvedev yesterday 

signed the biggest nuclear 
arms pact in a generation, 
lacing the moment with 
new warnings of sanctions 
for an intransigent Iran. 

The treaty, sealed after 
months of halting negotia¬ 
tion, is significant not just 
for what it does, but for 
what it s 5 nnbolizes: A fresh 
start for the United States 


and Russia, and evidence 
to a watching world that 
nuclear disarmament is 
more than a goal. 

The pact commits their 
nations to slash the num¬ 
ber of strategic nuclear 
warheads by one-third and 
more than halve the num¬ 
ber of missiles, sub¬ 
marines and bombers car- 
lying them. 

That still leaves the two 
countries with enough nu¬ 
clear firepower to ensure 
mutual destruction several 


times over, but the move 
sets a foundation for deep¬ 
er reductions, which 
both sides are al¬ 
ready pursuing. 

“It sends a 
signal around 
the world that 
the United 
States and Russia 
are prepared to 
once again take leader¬ 
ship,” Obama said mo¬ 
ments after he and 
Medvedev signed the

He says he’s never 
missed an insurance pay¬ 
ment.

Man sentenced to caning,

MALAYSIA A religious school 
cook in Malaysia was sen¬ 
tenced to six strokes of the 
cane and a year in jail for 
drinking alcohol, an oflBcial 
said Thursday, the latest in 
a series of harsh punish¬ 
ments from an Islamic 
court judge. 

The rulings by Judge Ab¬ 
dul Rahman Mohamad 
Yunos have focused atten¬ 
tion on the increasing en¬ 
forcement of the stricter 
punishment prescribed by 
Islamic laws and raised 
fears that Malaysia — a tra¬ 
ditionally moderate coun- 
tiy — may be influenced by 
radical Islamists. 

Gonsuming alcohol in 
public is an offence for 
Malaysian Muslims, who 
are 60 per cent of the coun¬ 
try’s 28 million people. Of¬ 
fenders are usually warned 
or fined, but not in Abdul 
Rahman’s court, the Shari¬ 
ah High Gourt in Pahang 
state. 

In the latest case, he sen¬ 
tenced Mohamad Sabri 
Zulkepli, 24, to jail and six 
cane strokes Wednesday.

It’s 'adapt or die’ 

strong loonie poses a challenge for businesses 


The strong Canadian dol¬ 
lar is forcing businesses in¬ 
to an unhappy choice, says 
a new study — do the hard 
slogging and adapt, or do 
nothing and die. 

With the loonie now ex¬ 
pected to hover around par¬ 
ity for years, the Confer¬ 
ence Board of Canada says 
firms that innovate, invest 
and go international will 
prosper, and those that 
don’t — particularly manu¬ 
facturers — will rust away. 

The adjustment will be 
painful for both businesses 
and the Canadian economy, 
the think-tank says, but 
there is no longer any 
choice. 

“We’re having a chal¬ 
lenge right now that people 
are loving us to death,” said 
report author Glen Hodg¬ 
son, the board’s chief econ¬ 
omist. “The world sees 
Canada as a safe place to in¬ 
vest. That’s why we think, 
along with many others.

that the dollar is going to 
be strong for a long time.”

Some firms have begun 
making the necessary ad¬ 
justments, as reflected by 
an increase in foreign- 
based inputs and diversifi¬ 
cation in markets. 

This week Statistics 
Canada noted Canadian ex¬ 
ports to the United States 
dropped precipitously dur¬ 
ing the recession in 2009 
due to a fall-off of demand. 
But, a closer look shows ex¬ 
ports to the U.S. had been 


declining even before the 
recession. 

Meanwhile, exports to 
other countries have risen 
25 per cent since 2005, 
even counting last year’s 
decline, while sales to Chi¬ 
na have kept going north, 
rising by 55 per cent in the 
past five years. 

That has coincided with 
a period in which the 
Canadian dollar has appre¬ 
ciated a whopping 60 per 
cent against the U.S. cur¬ 
rency, but remained rela¬ 
tively stable against other 
currencies. 

Hodgson believes some 
Canadian executives know 
what needs to be done, 
while others “don’t get it.” 

“I’m struck by the fact 
that there’s a lot less 
moaning about the dollar 
this time compared to two 
years [ago],” he said of 
those that are making ad¬ 
justments.

Interest rates 
are likely to 
remain low 

BANKING A new report 
from CIBC World Markets 
says that Canada’s interest 
rates should remain “very 
low” by historical stan¬ 
dards through 2011, even 
if the Bank of Canada rais¬ 
es rates this summer. 

The report suggests 
that overnight rates will 
likely hold at around 1.25 
per cent until the end of 
this year, and probably 
won’t go any higher than 
2.5 per cent by the end of 
2011. 

Aveiy Shenfeld, the 
bank’s chief economist, 
says rates could also re¬ 
main low in order to stim¬ 
ulate the economy, as both 
federal and provincial gov¬ 
ernments tighten spend¬ 
ing in 2011 and potentially 
raise taxes. 

He added that the Bank 
of Canada would take sev¬ 
eral other factors into ac¬ 
count, including that do¬ 
mestic production is still 
below its potential. 

Shenfeld said the cen¬ 
tral bank will likely also 
exercise restraint because 
of a sluggish recovery 
south of the border, and 
the likelihood that the 
U.S. Federal Reserve will 
not raise rates for several 
quarters.

COMPETITION Bigger isn’t 
necessarily better for air¬ 
line customers. 

United and US Airways 
are talking about combin¬ 
ing into what would be the 
second-largest U.S. carrier. 

Travel watchers said that 
although a reduction in 
service and competition 
works out for money-los¬ 
ing carriers, it’s not usual¬ 
ly to the benefit of airline 
passengers. 

“Mergers tend to be a 
net negative for con¬ 
sumers,” said Tim Win- 
ship, the editor of Fre- 
quentFlier.com. 

A combined United-US 
Airways would trail only 
Delta Air Lines Inc. in size. 
Combining them “would 
inevitably result in a sig¬ 
nificant loss of competi¬ 
tion, the predictable result 
of which would be an in¬ 
crease in airfares in certain 
markets,” Winship said. 

The last big airline com¬ 
bination — Delta and

People who can travel 
have enjoyed deeply dis¬ 
counted fares over the past 
year. Airlines cut fares to 
keep leisure travellers fly¬ 
ing, as business travel 
dropped sharply. U.S. carri¬ 
ers all reduced capacity too. 


Airlines are beginning to 
see business travel return. 

Rick Seaney, CEO of 
FareCompare.com, said it 
will take another year to 
see whether fares increase 
in the long run because of 
Delta’s purchase of North¬ 
west. 

He said competition is 
the main thing that drives 
ticket prices lower. United 
and US Airways are both 
major carriers in Washing¬ 
ton, although that market 
also has extensive service 
from discount carriers.

GOLF Tiger Woods shot a 4- 
under-par 68 Thursday, his 
best score ever on the first 
day of the Masters despite a 
five-month layoff tied to a 
sex scandal. 

Woods made eagles at the 
eighth and 15th holes — 
the first time he’s had mul¬ 
tiple eagles in a Masters 
round. Also, he had never 
started with a score lower 
than 70 until Thursday, 
when he put himself just 
two strokes behind the sur¬ 
prising leader, 50-year-old 
Fred Couples. 

“Why play if you don’t 
think you’re going to win?” 
Woods said. “If I don’t think 
I can win, I won’t enter the 
event.” 

The world’s No. 1 player 
is off to a good start for his 
fifth green jacket, and his 
score could have been even 
lower. He lipped out four 
putts. 

Still, no complaints after

You could call it 
predictable. But veteran 
Canadian filmmaker Vic 
Sarin’s A Shine of 
Rainbows makes a virtue 
of its simple pleasures. 

Take the stoiyline for in¬ 
stance. Based on a novel by 
Scottish writer Lillian 
Beckwith, the narrative re¬ 
volves around eight-year- 
old Tomas (newcomer John 
Bell), who is picked up 
from a drab orphanage (is 
there any other kind?) by 


the resolutely maternal 
Maire O’Donnell (Connie 
Nielsen) and taken to her 
idyllic, rural home off the 
Irish coast. 

Maire’s opens her heart 
to the timid boy but her 
husband Alec (Aidan 
Quinn) rebuffs any efforts 
toward paternal bonding 
with an air of cold detach¬ 
ment. Of course, tragedy 
strikes and when it does, 
the limits of these newfan¬ 
gled relationships are test¬ 
ed in well-worn ways of 
your average family melo¬ 
drama. 

Sarin’s s 5 nnbolism is 
equally typical throughout 
the film, splashing shades 
of joy and uplift with rich 
reds and yellows and mo¬ 
ments of despair with 
duller hues. In fact, the 
wardrobe choices for Maire 
— undoubtedly the film’s 


beating heart — constantly 
reinforce the hopeful buoy¬ 
ancy of the film’s title. 

Most films would sink 
under the unbearable 
lightness of such PG-rated 
conventions. But, in this 
case, the breathtaking vi¬ 
suals of Ireland’s Donegal 
County (Sarin also handled 
the film’s cinematography) 
and the director’s clarity of 
vision, however modest, 
lift Rainbows out of its 
own triteness. 

Both Quinn and Bell give 
adequate performances 
but it’s Nielsen who packs 
the punch, pushing the 
film beyond its several 
made-for-TV moments. 

Like Sarin’s previous 
film Partition (2007), Rain¬ 
bows doesn’t aim to daz¬ 
zle. It’s just happy to shine 
a little feelgood light on 
you and your family.

Swedish actress admires 
the spunk of Lisbeth Salander

You can't read her p-p-p- 
poker face — and don’t try 
figuring out her tattoo. 

As Lisbeth Salander, the 
genius sociopath computer 
hacker of Sweden’s phe¬ 
nomenal Millennium 
thriller trilogy of nov¬ 
els by the late Stieg 
Larsson, Noomi 
Rapace is like a cy¬ 
berpunk Lady 
Gaga, minus the 
lust for fame. 

Her nose, eye¬ 
brow, lips and ears are 
covered with piercings. A 
shock of black hair covers 
nearly half her face and a 
ring of spikes adorns her 


neck. Then there’s her full¬ 
back body painting, a mys¬ 
terious icon that looks as if 
it were created in Satan’s 
own needle den. 

It’s the main image of 
The Girl With the 
Dragon Tattoo, 
the book and 
now movie 
that intro¬ 
duced Lis¬ 
beth Salan¬ 
der to the 
world, creat¬ 
ing a franchise 
that rivals Twilight 
and The Da Vinci Gode for 
blockbuster sales and fan 
devotion. 


The book has sold 30 mil¬ 
lion copies worldwide in 44 
languages and the film, the 
first of three, has aheady 
grossed $100 million (U.S.). 


Eveiything about Salan¬ 
der only gets weirder, as 
does the Larsson series 
through the remaining vol¬ 
umes of the Millennium 
trilogy. The Girl Who 
Played With Fire and The 
Girl Who Kicked the Hor¬ 
net’s Nest. 

How much of this is the 
punk, and how much is the 
real Rapace? It’s a little bit 
of both, actually. The self- 


taught Swedish actress, 
who successfully fought for 
one of the hottest casting 
assignments of the 21st 
century, admits to having 
both an aggressive and a 
“girly” side to her. 

Her first name is pro¬ 
nounced “know-me,” but 
that’s hard to do. “The 
piercings were real, but not 
the tattoos!” a laughing Ra¬ 
pace, 30, said from London 


“When I was 14 or 15, I 
had many interesting pierc¬ 
ings and I was some kind of 
punk rocker. I moved from 
my mother’s and my stepfa¬ 
ther’s when I was 15 and 
have been taking care of 
myself since. So I think I’m 
also a survivor.” 

Rapace began acting at 
age seven after taking a 
non-speaking role in a 
Swedish film. Her work 
since has been mostly on 
stage or TV, but her award¬ 
winning performance as a 
downward-spiralling teen 
mom in the harrowing 
2007 Danish film Daisy Dia¬ 
mond added “movie star” 
to her many accolades. 

Rapace is well known 
across Scandinavia, but no¬ 
toriety wasn’t enough to 
land the role of Salander. “I 
knew I could change into 
her, but I didn’t think they 
could imagine how I would 
be able to transform my¬ 
self” 

I like the fact that she’s a 
fighter. She’s a survivor. 
She doesn’t accept being a

Night sees two of televi¬

Aviator shades, tight black 
ringlets and a foot-high 
top hat? 

It’s gotta be Slash. 

Having founded leg- 
endaiy rock acts such as 
Guns N’ Roses (GNR) and 
Velvet Revolver — not to 
mention penning some of 
the genre’s most enduring 
tunes — guitarist Saul 
“Slash” Hudson is an un¬ 
mistakable fixture in the 
annals of pop culture. 

Still, while discussing 
the release of his 14-track 
eponymous solo effort, 
Hudson admits that even 
after a quarter-centuiy in 
the spotlight, he’s still a 
wreck when the curtain 
rises. 

“I have butterflies every 
time I get on stage, man,” 
he smiles sincerely, noting 


that such tension actually 
enhances his performanc¬ 
es. “That kind of anticipa¬ 
tion that makes you edgy; 
give it everything which is 
good, ’cause I think if 
(pla 5 dng live) was like go¬ 
ing to the bathroom for 
me, it’d be pretty boring.” 

Such apprehension is ex¬ 
actly what Hudson reveals 
culling inspiration from 
when creating his name¬ 
sake record. Striving to 
break out of familiar con¬

Lady Antebellum rides

Fate: For some, it’s a 
predetermined fact yet to 
be revealed. To others, 
fate is a sick joke slapping 
its vicious punch line on us 
at our weakest. A select 
few even see it as little 
more than non-existent 
fallacy. 

When it comes to 
Nashville, Tenn.-based 
pop/countiy trio Lady Ante¬ 
bellum however, it’s hard 
to argue that fate isn’t real.

Spring ushers in urban thump 


W ith the warm 
weather and 
the opportuni¬ 
ty to sleep 
with open windows comes 
the return of the Urban 
Thump Machine, those cars 
with the 1000-watt sub¬ 
woofers that can be heard 
coming six blocks away, 
usually at about 2:30 a.m. 
Music and cars have 


gone together for more 
than a hundred years. As 
far as anyone seems to re¬ 
member, the first car radio 
actually predated radio it¬ 
self The Auto Wireless No. 
1 was displayed at a fair in 
Missouri in 1904, more 
than two years before 
Canadian inventor Regi¬ 
nald Fessenden figured out 
how to broadcast voice and 


music through the air. I’m 
guessing that it wasn’t a 
big seller. 

By the 1920s, it was pos¬ 
sible to order a radio for 
your Chevy, but they were 
big, bulky, fragile things 
susceptible to spark inter¬ 
ference from the engine, 
meaning the only way to 
actually listen to it was 
with the motor off — not a 


great selling feature for an 
option that added more 
than $200 to the price of a 
car that sold for $800. 
Then in 1930, Motorola 
demonstrated the 5T71, a 
radio that could both oper¬ 
ate while the engine was 
running and survive the 
rough roads of the day. Lis¬ 
tening to the radio in the 
car took off.

In 1956, Chiysler brands 
offered an in-dash 
turntable — seriously — 
that played both the new¬ 
ish 45 ^M singles as well 
as special discs running at 
16 2/3 RPM that could only 
be purchased from dealer¬ 
ships. But like the early 
car radios, they didn’t 
work so well when the ve¬ 
hicle was in motion and 
were discontinued after 
just one year. It wasn’t un¬ 
til the 8-track appeared in 
1966 model Fords that 
drivers had a reliable (well, 
comparatively reliable) for¬ 
mat that allowed them to 
choose their own music 
while on the road. 

The cassette player was a 
big improvement when it 
came along in the 1970s 
and reigned supreme until 
the 1990s when CD players 
became tough enough to 
withstand the harsh auto¬ 
mobile environment.

250 g asparagus spears 

1 tbsp olive oil 

2 shallots, chopped 

175 g potatoes, peeled and 

chopped 

150 g frozen peas 

2 2/3 cups vegetable stock 

small sprig of fresh mint 

4 tbsp Greek-style yogourt 

40 g toasted pine nuts 

METHOD: 

1. Snap off any woody 
ends from asparagus 
stalks at point where they 
break easily. Cut off 
tender tips and reserve. 
Roughly chop remainder. 

2. Heat olive oil in large, 
heavy pot and add 
shallots, chopped aspara¬ 
gus and potatoes. Cover 
and cook over medium 
heat, stirring occasionally, 
6-8 minutes or until 


tender. 

3. Reserve handful of peas 
and add remainder to pot 
with stock and mint sprig. 
Cook for few minutes if 
potato is not quite tender. 
Season, then tip into food 
processor or blender and 
process to smooth puree. 
Return to pot. 

4. Blanch asparagus tips 
and reserved peas in pot of 
boiling water 2 minutes. 
Drain. Bring soup to boil, 
then stir in blanched 
asparagus tips and peas. 
Ladle into bowls. Swirl 
spoonful of yogourt on to 
each and scatter pine nuts 
over top.
